According to the present invention 
sheets of cement with fibrous material 
. therein such for example as woad wool, or 
asbestos cement sheets, with or without 
mternal reinforcement, are used to form 
16 the peirmanent shuttering for walls, 
floors, roofs and the like. These materials 
are capable of being cut and drilled after 
production- so that Sxey may be cut to any 
required size or shape, and will have holes 
20 fMnned_ near their corners by drilling or 
otherwise to enable them to be supported 
by plates such as 29 and 42 described and 
illustrated in the complete specification of 
the said patent application. 
It is foimd that the concrete when 
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introduced between sheets or slabs of the 
materials mentioned above while they are 
supported from tubular scaffolding effec- 
tively unites with thd exposed surfaces of 
.the slabs so that the slabs act as a per- 
manent shuttering for the finished 
structure; 

The slabs formed of fibre and cement 
may be reinfarced if required with wire 
mesh ox other inserted reinforcement, and 86 
the size of the individual slabs may be 
reduced, or the area covered by the corner 
plates may be increased to assist such 
slabs in supporting the weight of the con- 
crete when introduced. 

The methods of construction are there- 
fore the same as those described in my 
former patent application referred to 
above.

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According to the present invention 
sheets of cement with fibrous material 
therein such for example as wood wool, 
or asbestos cement sheets, with or without 
internal reinforcement, are used to form 
the permanent shuttering for walls, 
floors, roofs and the like. These materials 
are capable of being cut and drilled after 70 
production so that they may be cut to any 
required size or shape, and will have 
holes formed near their corners by drill- 
ing or otherwise to enable them to be con- 
nected by ties and /or supported by plates 76 
such as 29 and 42 described and illus- 
trated in the complete specification of the 
said patent application.

6 iiiaueut shuttering for the finished 
structure. ' 

The slabs formed of fibre and cement 
may be reinforced if lequired with wire 
mesh or other inserted reinforcement, 
10 and the size of the individual slabs may 
be reduced, or the area covered by the 
corner plates may be increased to "assist 
such slabs in supporting the weight of 
the concrete when introduced. 
15 The methods of conslxuctiou therefore 
are the same as those described in my 
• former patent Specification No, oo8,23y 
leferred to above. 
Having now particularly described and 
20 ascertained the nature of my said inven- 



tion and in what manner the same is to 
he performed, I declare that what I 
rlaim is: — 

The improvement in or modification of 
the invention claimed in patent Specified- 26 
lion No. 558,239 consisting in the 
employment for the permanent shutter- 
ing of sheets comprising cement witii 
fibrous material therein, such for example 
as wood wool, or asbestos cement sheets, 30 
with or without internal reinforcement, 
and provided with holes near the corners 
to receive the projections upon support- 
ing plates adjustably secured to the 
tubular scatiolding. 85
